Coffee County Commission fires county’s chief real property appraiser

The Coffee County Commission 
wasted little time in Monday’s 
meeting attending to two pressing 
matters - an employee's violation of 
county policy and a jail break, 

Commission Chairman Kayo 
Lewis wasted little time, afte: 
attending to housekeeping matters 
(devotion, pledge, approval of the 
previous meeting minutes) in asking 
for a motion to dismiss the county's 
chief real property appraiser, 
Angela Byrd.

“According to county policy, I'll 
have to ask for a motion to termi- 
nate Ms. Angela Byrd,” said Lewis. 

Commissioner Doug Dalrymple 
made the motion to terminate Ms. 
Byrd and Commissioner Linda 
Westbrook seconded it. There was 
no discussion and the commission 
voted unanimously in favor of the 
dismissal. 

Ms. Byrd was stopped by a Cof- 
fee County Sheriff's Deputy on 
March | after a report of a vehicle 
matching the description of the 
white Jeep Cherokee being driven 
by Byrd was reported driving errati- 
cally. She was charged wth DUI 
after failing to pass a field sobriety 
test. 

At the time of her arrest, two 
blood tests were administered to 
Ms. Byrd, one was sent to the state 
forensics lab and the other to an 
independent testing lab in accor- 
dance with county policy. 

On March 8, Ms. Byrd was sus- 
pended by her immediate supervi- 
sor, Coffee County Revenue Com- 


missioner Ronnie Burns, for thirty 
days after the blood test sent to the 
independent lab produced a positive 
result. No information as to what 
drugs, or quantity, were found as a 
result of the blood test. 

After the vote to dismiss Ms 
Byrd was taken, Mr. Burns was 
given an opportunity to address the 
commission concerning the matter. 

He began, “All of you I’m sure 
are aware of the things that have 
happened in the past week and a 
half and certainly | am. I wish the 
motion that you have made had not 
been made prior to me speaking to 
you. [ have in may hand an attorney 
general’s opinion. It says in that 
opinion, that the Coffee County 
Commission or any commission in 
the state of Alabama, doesn’t have 
the right to hire or fire an employee 
of the revenue commissioner's 
office.” 

Burns told commissioners he did 
not want this matter to get to this 
point stating that he felt that there 
are legal ramifications involved. He 
referred to a case in law involving 
the Winston County Commission in 
which the decision in that case said 
the commission did not have the 
authority to hire nor fire an employ- 
ee of the revenue commissioner nor 
the probate judge’s office. 

In connection to this, Burns ques- 
tioned the results of the blood test 
administered to Ms. Byrd being 
made.known.to-the-commission. He 
said policy states the results are to 
be made known only to her employ- 
er and the medical review officer. 

“The question here is, is the com- 
mission her employer?” said Burns. 

However, according to the Alaba- 
ma Code of 1975, Act 102, employ- 
ees in the offices of the probate 
judge, tax assessor and tax collec- 
tors office are county employees, 
except for the chief clerks in the 
respective offices. 

It is the intent of this act that all

employees provided for in this act 
shall be employees of the county 
government bodies on a permanent 
basis other than the two chief clerks 
of the office holders of the offices 
of probate judge, tax assessor, tax 
collector and circuit clerk. 

Office holders of the offices of 
probate judge, tax assessor, tax col- 
lector and circuit clerk shall make 
recommendations concerning their 
respective offices before vacancies 
or new positions are filled by the 
county governing bodies. 

The circuit clerk’s office has 
since been excluded from the provi- 
sions.of Act 102, 

Burns went on to say that he had 
to oppose the commission on this 
matter because he felt they had 
taken the authority away from him 
over his people or the people in the 
revenue commission's office. 

“Whether it be right or wrong, 
what you have done it’s not right in 
the aspect that you have terminated 
an employee that is not employed 
by you. She is employed by me, and 
she can be terminated by me,” said 
Burns, He feels the law is very clear 


Two Coffee County Jail escapees 
captured after 36 hours of freedom

Two escapees from the Coffee 
County Jail were captured early 
Sunday afternoon just inside Gene- 
va County by deputies with the 
Geneva County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment. They were taken into custody 
without incident. 

Russell William Cutts Jr., 20, and 
Phillip Leon Carr, 25, were cap- 
tured at approximately 2:30 p.m. 
when deputies responded to a 
report that two men matching the 
two escapees’ description were seen 
exiting a white car on Geneva Co, 
65. 

There had also been a report that 
the two fugitives had been seen 
along AL Hwy. 167 near Dale Co, | 
just inside the Dale and Coffee 
county line. Units from the Enter- 
prise Police Department and Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department had 
responded to the location when the 
report came in that Geneva County 
deputies had Cutts and Carr in cus 
tody 

The two men were turned over to 
Coffee County Sheriff's deputies 
and were immediately taken to the 
Enterprise Courthouse for an 
arraignment hearing before Circuit 
Judge Garl L. McAliley. The two 
were charged with escape in the 
second degree and bail set at 
$50,000 

Both men were returned to the 
Coffee County Jail and placed in 
isolation from the general popula- 
tion of the jail for an indefinite 
period of time. 

Cutts is in jail facing capital mur- 
der charges in the 1998 slaying of 
both his father and stepmother 
Russell William Cutts Sr. and 
Leighanne Manning Cutts. 

Carr is charged with rape and 
sodomny both in the first degree 
and awailing tnal 


In addition to the escape charge 
placed against him Sunday, Cutts 
was already facing an escape 
charge for successfully breaking 
out of jail on May 31, 1998. On 
that occasion, he and two other 
inmates were free 48 hours before 
being captured by law enforcement 
officers, 

This time, Cutts, joined by Carr, 
escaped much the same way enter- 
ing a maintenance shaft and making 
his way into the attic of the jail. 

After the two made it into the 
attic, they kicked out a panel in the 
eave of the jail roof and dropped 
almost 30 feet to the ground. In the 
previous escape, Cutts and his fel- 
low escapees were able to exit onto 
the roof through a maintenance 
access door; however, that avenue 
of escape had been successfully 
blocked because of that jailbreak. 

After making it to the ground, 
Cutts and Carr sucessfully scaled 
an outer perimeter fence and made 
their way to freedom 

According to jail officials, the 
two men were last accounted for at 
approximately 11:30 p.m, Friday 
night when the final bed check was 
made and all cells were locked 
down. The escape was discovered 
al approximately 5:30 a.m. Satur- 
day when inmates were assembled 
for breakfast and Cutts and Carr 
were missing 

Cotfee County Sheriff's deputies 
and reserves, aided by area law 
enforcement agencies, checked the 
area and for a brief time, the two 
were tracked by dogs from the state 
prison system 

Ihe man hunt went on for most 
of the day Saturday and into the 
late evening. After the immediate 
search had concluded, law enforce- 
ment remained on alert for any 
reports or sightenings of the two 
escapees 


The search was successfuly con- 
cluded Sunday afternoon much to 
the satisfaction of all but Cutts and 
Carr. 

Coffee County Sheriff Ben 
Moates said, “We're certainly glad 
to have gotten both inmates back 
into custody without any harm 
coming to anyone.” 

He added, “We feel confident 
that they [Cutts and Carr] had no 
outside assistance. Had thay had, 
they would have likely gotten fur 
ther than they did.” 

The sheriff also said he would be 
making a request to the county 
commission, as he has on at least 
two previously documented occas- 
sions, that the weaknesses in the 
jail’s security be corrected. 


on that 

“IT was not given an opportunity 
to speak to you on that point, You 
took it on yourselves to do what 
you've done this morning, ” said 
Burns, 

rhe revenue commissioner 
addressed the commission several 
minutes repeating himself several 
times on the point as to who had the 
authority to hire or fire the employ- 
ees of his office. 

He commented several times that 
he felt the action taken by the com- 
mission was politically motivated, 

“I think it has been brought to 
this position by a select few mem- 
bers of this commission who are 
trying to make it tough not only for 
my employees but for me,” said 
Burns. “I don’t appreciate that. | 
think this is politics at its absolute 
dirtiest.” 

For the past several weeks, Byrd 
has been the focus of attention of 
the local news media, not only as a 
result of her DUI charge, but due to 
recent harassment charges stem- 
ming from two separate parking lot 
incidents that occurred in Enter- 
prise. 

In addition to the above incidents, 
Ms. Byrd was indirectly involved in 
another DUI charge against an indi- 
vidual, Anthony Brandt, who was 
illegally operating the 1998 Jeep 
Cherokee assigned to Ms. Byrd.

On January 15, Brandt was 
stopped by Enterprise police while 
driving the Jeep Cherokee with a 
tag registered to another vehicle on 
it instead of the county tag. The 
county decals had also been 
removed from the vehicle. He was 
charged with DUI and unauthorized 
use of a vehicle. Ms. Byrd contend- 
ed that she was unaware the vehicle 
had be taken by Brandt. 

There have been some concerns 
as to Ms. Byrd’s qualifications as 
the county’s chief real property 
appraiser since she is not a certified 
appraiser. According to the Coffee 
County job description for real 
property appraisers in the county, 
they are required to attend real 
property certification program 
courses on Alabama’s appraisal 
manual, Upon their completion of 
this requirement, they are to take 
certification exams at the first avail-

There was no response from the 
commission to Mr. Burns’ remarks; 
however, during the general busi- 
ness from the commissioners, Com- 
missioner Dalrymple commented 
that Mr. Burns was given the oppor- 
tunity to address this matter with 
the commission prior to Monday's 
meeting. 

Turning to the matter of the jail 
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break, Chairman Lewis commented 
that although the prisoners did 
escape through a vent and through 
the ceiling, they first had to get out 
of their jail cells. He noted that the 
prisoners were in two different 
cells 

Lewis expressed his concern that 
the two were able to get out of their 
cells, remove a panel held in place 
with special screws, and enter what 
is being called a pluming chase 
making their way to the ceiling, and 
later to the ground and over the 
fence - all without being noticed by 
the correction staff,

escape, said Lewis. “They got out

recovery grant and is designed to 
improve drainage problems on Put- 
nam Avenue and Martin Luther 
King Drive. The second phase, 
funded with a supplemental match- 
ing fund disaster recovery grant 
will expand the Putman Avenue 
upgrade area back up to The 
Methodist Church on the East and 
replace small drain pipes running 
off of Davis Street. Grimes remind- 
ed council members earlier that city 
crews found at least one case of 
three 24” pipes emptying into one 
15” pipe. This is one of the smaller 
pipes scheduled to be replaced 

The council also authorized the 
application for a communication 
grant from the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Economic and Community 
Affairs (ADECA) to help fund fiber 
optics to area schools when and if 
the City of Elba does go forward 
with the proposed fiber optic cable 
TV network. Grimes said there is a 
deadline on applying for the grant 
funds, 

Elba resident Chris Foley addressed 
the council with a complaint on 
excessive noise from boom boxes at 
night when people are trying to 
sleep. He noted that people can’t 
sleep with the boom, boom, boom 
rattling windows, Police Chief R. 
W. Whitworth added that several 
arrests have been made on this 
recently and that he will encourage 
his officers to step up the enforce- 
ment of the noise ordinance. The 
council agreed this was the way this 
problem should be handled 


Monthly bills totaling $20,654.86 
were approved for payment. They 
included $3131.31 for vehicle and 
equipment repair and maintenance; 
$1506.35 for advertisements; $1044 
for police ammo; $697.39 for 
asphalt mix; $1680 for annual pest 
control in city buildings and $1350 
for rental on the NCIC machine at 
the police department.

Let me explain, we 
all need to know 

The Christian Club, BELIEVERS 
IN CHRIST, at Zion Chapel High 
School was established in May 
1999 (last school year). Forty to 
fifty students participate regularly 
Many of these students meet in 
small groups (3 to 5 each) some 
time during the school day ie, 
between classes, on breaks, during 
lunch, and as other opportunities 
exist to pray for their school, their 
teachers, their trends, their church 
es, their families, lost students, and 
What ever burdens their spirits at 
the time. More students could be 
brought into BELIEVERS IN 
CHRIST and incorporated into the 
small group prayer ministry if the 
Club could meet during school 
hours. Recently an interesting bit of 
statistics was revealed about the 
BELIEVERS IN CHRIST outreach 
of the 42 students ata Friday morn 
ing meeting, nine local churches 
were represented, 12 students did 
not claim a home church, and 16 
students present were not saved. 
This club is reaching young people 
for Christ on the Zion Chapel cam- 
pus which the church cannot reach, 

The request for BELIEVERS IN 
CHRIST to meet one hour each 
month during school hours was 
denied by-school authorities at Zion 
Chapel. The subsequent appeal to 
the Superintendent ended with the 
Board of Education on two separate 
occasions. The Board tabled the 
request on the first visit for the 
School Attorney to review the 
Board Policy on Equal Access. The 
second visit adjourned after a lively 
discussion but without the request 
ever being put into the form of a 
motion to be voted on. 

Equal Access is a simple concept: 
“Whatever you do for one group 
you must do for all other like 
groups”. But groups on school cam- 
puses are not all created alike! Stu- 
dent groups are classified as either 
“curriculum related clubs and activ- 
ities” or they are 11 non curricu- 
lum” related. Status and privileges 
afforded curriculum related clubs 
are nol routinely extended to the 
other group. This is the case at Zion 
Chapel High School. The BELIEV- 
ERS IN CHRIST is a non’ curricu- 
lum related club and is not allowed 
to meet during school hours, whére- 
as all the other clubs there are con- 
sidered curriculum related and are 
allowed to meet and enjoy other 
privileges as well. Although the 
U.S. Congress desires religious 
expression on the secular school 
campus and enacted the Equal 


Access Act of 1984, the Act still 
allows this form of discrimination 
Understand, the Equal Access Act 
does not require discrimination it 
simply allows it to exist when the 
local school board exercises its 
option to deny non curriculum 
clubs access to the campus, Our 
Board has acted this way toward the 
“BELIEVERS IN CHRIST” 

The concept behind the Board 
Policy to deny the BELIEVERS IN 
CHRIST access to the campus is 
complex and somewhat parochial or 
perhaps even imperial, They, the 
Board and the Administration, 
believe that by denying access to 
the BELIEVERS IN CHRIST they 
can keep all other non curriculum 
activities which may seek to orga 
nize students on that campus away 
It must be understood that the 
Christian Club is not the primary 
target for the Board’s exclusion but 
those non specified but less desir- 
able activities which under a more 
relaxed policy could petition for 
access to the school campus. 

Christian clubs meeting on 
school campuses is, today, a grow 
ing trend. At G.W, Long High 
School in Skipperville there is a 
Fellowship of Christian Athletes 
which has opened its membership 
to all students, not just athletes, for 
expressing their Christian beliefs, 
At Carroll High School in Ozark 
there is not one club, but two that 
meet not once a month, but twice a 
month to share, reinforce and 
express their Christian beliefs. 

The Christian community is not 
an enemy to the School System but 
a friend, lifting up those time hon- 
ored Christian precepts for living 
which are so desirable in the com- 
munity and on the school campus. 
We do not believe the existence of 
an organized Christian Club on a 
high school campus will have any 
adverse impact on academics, even 
though other types of clubs and 
activities seek access. 

Our Coffee County Board Of 
Education is not an imperial board 
exercising absolute authority over 
our students, but it is the legally 
constituted vehicle whereby local 
control is brought to bear on the 
administration of our school sys- 
tem. This Equal Access Policy of 
the Coffee County Board of Educa- 
tion must be moderated to accom- 
modate Christian Students wishing 
to organize for Christian expression 
on their schoo] campus.

Racoon is known 
as “The Bandit” 


The family arrived back at their campsite in a well- managed state park 
two hours after dark, They couldn't believe the destruction revealed by 


their headlights, Ice coolers had been opened and the contents strewn over 
the campsite. Eggs had been devoured, bacon scattered, and a pack of cin 


namon rolls had been sampled by the uninvited guests, A small footprint 
in the cinnamon roll icing revealed it was not the work of a bear, but hiv 


smaller cousin, the raccoon. 


The raccoon inhabits most of the U.S., Mexico and southern Canada 
They inhabit every county in Alabama where they dine on persimmons 
plums, grapes, greenbriers, blackberries, corn, acorns, pecans and other 
nuts, They forage in lakes and streams for crayfish, clams, small fish and 
various insects, Raccoons are excellent climbers and have the ability to 
use their forepaws similar to our hands.They can trip latches, unwrap 
packages, and even get the top off loosely sealed jars. 

The park raccoon, like the park bear, is more likely to stage a raid on a 
campsite than is a raccoon that is seldom exposed to people, Wild animals 
such as bears, raccoons, deer, ete that are constantly exposed to humans, 
begin to loose their natural fear, They often begin, to their detriment, to 
depend on man for handouts. I’ve never had a truly wild raccoon visit a 
campsite, bit have on two occasions had park raccoons stroll through 
camp looking for an easy meal. Campers should secure food containers in 
vehicles, suspend them above the ground, or make sure they are sturdy 
enough to repel Mr. Coon when he comes for a late night snack. 

Raccoons are easily identified by their unique black “mask” over the 
eyes, and their fluffy ringed tail. Adults reach lengths of 26 to 38 inches 
and usually weigh 8 to 25 pounds. Raccoons can be quite vocal. When 
feeding undisturbed, they make a continuous chuckling sound; when mad 
or fighting, they growl, and hiss. The female calls her young by making a 
low grumbling purr. Young separated from their mother make a noise that 
resembles the croak of a tree frog. During early fall, raccoons locate each 
other with a shrill call that sounds much like a screech owl, 

Mating occurs in January or February, Dens are usually hollow tree: 
shallow caves, old squirrel nests and even abandoned haystacks. The kits 
usually 3 or 4, are born in March or April. Kits stay in the den for 8 to 10 
weeks nursing their mother and eating food brought to the den, Some kits 
will be on their own by fall, but most will stay near their mother until the 


following spring. 


Raccoons are cute, playful critters, but should be enjoyed and viewed at 
a distance. They can be quite aggressive when hurt or cornered, And 
remember to secure the food at camp, or you may end up with a pair of 
coon tracks in the middle your cinnamon roll.

Lowdown on Cauliflower 


It may be a good omen. Plenty of 
rain fell in the Wiregrass on the eve 
and morning of Valentineis Day — 
Planting Day. For some folks, 
where the rain fell there will be 
snowballs in about 55 to 60 days. 
Not the White Christmas kind, of 
course, but delicious, smooth, pure 
white, iSnowballi cauliflower. 

Like our other cool weather 
crops, itis time to put in cauliflower. 
Well, | might have lost some of you 
about now. Not everybody likes 
cauliflower. But to others it makes 
a delicious meal, cooked and 
creamed, in a good homemade 
soup, or pickled and served raw on 
a relish tray. 

Because planting cauliflower is 
similar to planting cabbage and 
broccoli which we recently dis- 
cussed, Ifll just skim quickly over 
the basics. Then we can get on to 
some special considerations unique 
to growing cauliflower. 

Set out your transplants at the 
same level they were in the seed 
pots. Set them about | $i apart in 
rows 36i apart. As with cabbage, I 
like to sprinkle a little balanced fer- 
tilizer in the hole before setting in 
the plant, 1 add a litthe compost, 
then a thin layer of soil and mix it 
up. Set in the plant and finish fill- 
ing the hole with soil. Firm the soil 
and water it in, Sidedress up to 
three times with | 1/2 cups of 
ammonia nitrate (34-0-0) per 100 
ft, row at three week intervals. 
(Same for broccoli.) Add 2 tbsps, 
Keep the soil 
moist but not soaked, Mulch will 
help you with weed and moisture 
control, 

Now, here come the goodies, 
The tight cauliflower head which 
the plant will produce is called 
icurd.? If it gets direct sunlight 
while it is growing, the curd will 
turn an off-color and the flavor will

be less than desired. So, during the 
prime growth period, the head of 
the cauliflower needs iblanchingi 
by protecting it from the sunlight. 

One popular method is to pull the 
long side leaves of the plant up 
around and over the top of the head. 
Do this when the head gets about 
the size of a quarter. Tie the leaves 
in place with soft cord. Strips of 
old pantyhose will do nicely if the 
little lady doesnit mind. Another 
method is to take big leaves, break 
them off and drape them over the 
top of the curd. Tuck in the sides 
so the leaves provide the necessary 
shade. 

Pest and disease control consists 
of preventing damage by cabbage 
maggots. A fungal disease called 
Blackleg, and a bacterial disease, 
Black Rot, could also cause you 
some concern, as well as Downey 
mildew. If you encounter any of 
these problems and canit control 
them with available dusts or sprays, 
contact our County Extension 
Office. 

Harvest your cauliflower when 
the head is still nice and tight. If 
you did a good job blanching it 
should be nice and white with a 
good flavor. Like broccoli, donit let 
the curds begin to flower. Unlike 
broccoli, donit look for any side 
shoots to eat later. Heck!

Do-it-yourself cleaners are inex- 
pensive and easy to make, They 
can be made from ingredients com- 
monly found in your home or that 
can be bought at any grocery, hard- 
ware, or drug store. Ammonia, 
vinegar, baking soda, whiting, 
kerosene, mineral spirits, turpen 
tine, and boiled linseed oil are a 
few of the ingredients you can use 
to make your own home cleaners. 
General Household Cleaners 

All Purpose Spray-Use this to 
clean kitchen countertops and the 
outsides of ranges and refrigera- 
tors: | tablespoon ammonia, | 
tablespoon liquid detergent, | pint 
water (2 cups). Mix ingredients 
and put in a spray bottle, 

For Ceramic tile and Porcelain- 2 
Ceramic tile and porcelain are used 
in many tubs and sinks. They can 
be scratched by commercial scour- 
ing powders. When damaged, 
porcelain tubs and sinks collect 
soil easily and cannot be repaired. 
If you have new ceramic or porce- 
lain fixtures, use granular or liquid 
detergents or one of the following 
cleaners: 

a. | cup whiting or baking soda; 
1/2 cup pine oil-mix and store in 
covered jar. 

b. 2 tablespoons ammonia or 
kerosene, | cup soap jelly (see 
recipe)-Mix and store in covered 
jar, 

Soap Jelly-Use it as a cleaner or 
combine it with other ingredients: 
| cup soap shavings or soap flakes, 
| quart boiling water-Mix ingredi- 
ents in a wide-mouth quart jar. Stir 
until soap dissolves and let cool 
until it jells. 

For Removing Rust Stains- 
Brown rings and rust spots around 
faucets and window glass can be 
removed with an acid. A light 
stain can be removed with a mild 
acid such as lemon juice or vine- 
gar, For stubborn rust stains, it is 
best to use a commercial rust 
remover that you can buy from a 
grocery or hardware store. 

You can make your own rust 
remover with oxalic acid, which 
can be bought at most drug stores. 
But you should remember that 
oxalic acid is a strong poison. 

There is a danger of swallowing 
oxalic acid if it is transferred from

Alabama Main Street Program explained

The Alabama Main Street Pro 
gram was the topie of discussion 
Monday evening in Elba as a repre 
sentative of the program visited 
With local officials, business leaders 
and interested citizens 

\Ita Cassady, state coordinator of 
the Alabama Main Street Program, 
spoke to the crowd of approximate 
ly 30 people about the possibility of 
bringing the main street program to 
Elba 

“This is a downtown revitaliza 
lion program for communities with 
historic buildings,” said Cassady, 
“Tt is designed for cities under 
50,000 in population.” 

She said the Alabama Main 
Street Program is administered by 
the Alabama Historical Commis 
sion (AHC) 

Phe program was developed in 
the early 1980s when AHC offered 
grants to towns interested in doing 
something to preserve their down- 
town commercial districts. 

Cassady said unfortunately there 
sull is no direct funding for the 
Main Street Program, but the 
matching grant programs remain 

“This is basically a self-help pro- 
gram,’ said Cassady, “We do offer 
the grants, which require matching 
funds from the local government, 
but most of the funds for the Main 
Street Program must come from 
private investment.” 

She said in the past, communities

Program have shown figures of a 
$60 private investment to every dol 
lar invested by the local or county 
government 

Several communities which have 
participated in the Alabania Main 
Street Program include; Alexander 
City, Anniston, Decatur, Dothan, 
Florence, Gadsden, Greenville, 
Opelika, Selma, Tuscumbia and 
Wintield, In these cities, Cassady 
said the program has reportedly 
helped in creating 4,035 net new 
jobs, 1,030 net new businesses, 
$66,553,261 in public improve 
ments and $217,193,241 in private 
sector investment in building reha 
bilitation projects. She said these 
cumulative reinvestment statistics 
reflect participation through Dec 
31, 1998, 

Cassady presented those in atten 
dance with a list of criteria for pat 
ticipation in the Alabama Main 
Street Program. The list included 
such criteria as: A commitment to 
survey historic resources in the 
downtown area and to nominate 
those structures eligible for listing 
on the National Register of Historic
